The Property of Dord Vernon. 


This Collection, consisting chiefly of Greek antiquities, was formed 
between 1830 and 1840 by George Grenville, Baron Nugent, who became 
High Comunissioner of the Ionian Islands in 1832 and was thus in an 
especially favourable position as a collector of such objects. 

He published in 1843 an interesting account of his travels entitled 
“Lands Classical and Sacred” which had a wide circulation and is still 
valuable for the light which.it throws on conditions in the Near East at the 
beginning of the Victorian Era.
